In early July, federal 
agents raided his Indiana home. They 


D isgraced subway subs pitchman 
Jared Fogle is headed to the big 
house with a bull’s-eye on his back 
as hardened criminals prepare to 
deliver a harsh dose of jailhouse justice to 
the child molester. 

The creep, who touted Subway sand- 
wiches as a way to lose weight, pleaded 
guilty to federal child pornography charges 
- and having sex with minors! His plea deal 
with prosecutors means he’ll spend between 
five and 12-and-a-half years in the pen. But 
that may not be enough for fellow inmates, 
who will make sure he gets the punishment 
he deserves, says an expert. 

“Prisoners hate pedophiles, they’re the 
lowest of the low in the system,” says legal 
consultant and former Secret Service agent 
John A. Carman.

“Inmates have their own prison justice

thousands of videos and 
photos from Fogle’s phone 
and computers that re- 
vealed the hoagie hawker’s 
dark and depraved secret 
life. 


Among the evidence were images of 
children as young as 6 - some of whom 
Fogie allegedly knew and referred 
to by name in messages to Taylor - 
engaging in sex acts. Taylor reportedly 
shot many of the photos and videos at 
his home and shared them with Fogle to 
feed their sick fetish* 

Federal prosecutors also revealed 
Fogle, 37, planned his business trips for 
Subway to coincide with his illicit trysts 
with minors* In November 2012, he 
arranged for a paid sex session with 
“Minor Victim 13'' - a 17-year-old girt - 
at Manhattan’s Plaza hotel while he was 
in town making appearances for the New 
York City Marathon* 

According to court documents, after 
sleeping with the girl, he asked her to find 
him someone younger, saying he “would 
accept a 16-year*old,” but “the younger, 
the better." 

As part of his plea, Fogle will pay $1.4 
million in restitution - $100,000 to each of 
his 14 underage victims* He’s also being 
divorced by his disgusted wife of five years, 
Katie, the mother of his two children. 

And more bad news for Fogle - the judge 
could throw out his deal and send him to 
the slammer for up to 50 years. 
“Jared took advantage of 
young kids for his self- 
ish cravings," adds Car- 
man. “Now, he’s going 
to see what it's like to 
be tossed into a shark 
tank with blood- 
thirsty predators ”

brakes in Di’s Mercedes were, 
indeed, sabotaged by military- 
trained assassins recruited by 
three senior officers from 
Britain’s MI6 spy agency.

In the tunnel, the car appeared to swerve

than 25 percent of the original group.

tally slaying, raving, “They were 
growing up to be monsters, they 
were disrespectful, rude in school. 

“God says in the Bible, do not 
disrespect your mother and fa- 
ther or your days will be short...”

pumped a slug from a 9 
mm handgun he’d bought 
online into the back of each hos- 
tage’s head, say cops. Dwayne 
was the first to die. 

Finally, an hour after a fourth 
desperate 911 call came in at 
7:51 p.m., police returned to the 
house. This time, they looked 
through a window and saw a 
child’s body. When four officers 
tried to storm the place, they 
were met with a hail of gunfire 
and were forced to retreat. 

Following an hour’s standoff, 
Conley surrendered and cops 
discovered the bloodbath. 

Sadly, Conley’s estranged 
wife, Vernessa, 48, says she’d 



been brutalized by him on a 
daily basis. 

“He’s the devil. He just was 
an evil person. He had an evil 
spirit,” she says. 

And just a month before the 
massacre, Conley was arrested 
for attacking Valerie. She 
changed the locks on her house, 
but it did no good. 

Now, Harris County District 
Attorney Devon Anderson says 
prosecutors will determine if 
Conley will face the death pen- 
alty.

cally suffered a fatal wound.” 

Bernstein also described Rea- 
gan as a “sweet guy” who was 
totally henpecked and cowed by 
the raven-haired hellion, who 
was the mother of his toddler 
son, Rocco. The legal eagle and 
former L.A. cop was “highly 
trained in the use of deadly 
weapons,” says Bernstein.

New stomach balloon helps weight loss 

+ THERE'S a new weapon in the war on obesity - a 
balloon! The FDA recently approved an inflatable medical 
balloon that fills up space in the stomach, leading to 
weight loss. In a procedure lasting less than 30 minutes, 
doctors insert the balloon into a patient's stomach with 
an endoscope, then fill it with a saline solution. The 
weight-loss balloons work by reducing stomach capacity, 
causing people to feel full with less food.

O HIGHER than normal blood sugar has been linked to 
Alzheimer's disease. Middle-age test subjects with the high 
blood pressure, which can lead to Type 2 diabetes, scored lower 
on memory tests, according to researchers at the University of 
Wisconsin. Professor Barbara Bendlin, who headed the study, 
notes people with poor diets, who are overweight and don't 
get enough exercise, are likely to develop high blood sugar. 
"Healthier lifestyles may contribute to healthier brain aging."

However, Mirkin notes 
too much liguid "decreases 
levels of sodium, which is 
key in maintaining blood 
pressure.

After learning the devastat- 
ing news Edena was butchered 
on a Manhattan sidewalk in a 




78-year-old Driving Miss Daisy 
star wrote, “The world will nev- 
er know her artistry and talent. 
Her star will continue to shine 
bright in our hearts, thoughts 
and prayers. May she rest in 
peace.” 

The 33-year-old beauty 
died in a New York hospital. 
Police say her 30-year-old live- 
in boyfriend, Lamar Davenport, 
stabbed her 15 times during a 
bizarre, bloody exorcism.

slaughter on Aug. 16, Davenport 
was screaming, “Get out, devils!

bloodbath and says they seemed 
“ecstatic.” 

Edena’s slaying is particularly 
gut-wrenching for Freeman be- 
cause their relationship went 
back so far. She was the grand- 
daughter of Jeanette Adair 
Bradshaw, Freeman’s wife from 
1967 to 1979. 

While the young actress wasn’t 
Freeman’s blood relative, he and 
second wife, costume designer 
Myrna Colley-Lee, 74, raised 
Edena since she was a child. She 
had small roles in two Freeman 


movies - Five Flights Up and 
Moll of Flanders. She was often 
his escort at Hollywood red 
carpet events. 

But as GLOBE revealed in our 
Jan. 4, 2010, edition, sources 
insist there was much more 
to their relationship. The actor 
carried on a near- 10 year affair 
with Edena, which began when 
she was 17, a source said. 

Morgan was “totally smitten 
with the girl,” said the source, 
who noted the gray-haired star 
enjoyed intimate nights with 
Edena, wining and dining her in 
swanky hotels while on the road 


promoting his flick, Invictus. 

GLOBE also noted Freeman 
had also been carrying on an 
affair with former teacher Mary 
Joyce Hays, while still seeing 
Edena! However, his relation- 
ship with Edena reportedly 
helped trigger the end of 
Freeman’s 25-year marriage to 
Colley-Lee. 

The divorce, finalized in 
2010, awarded Colley-Lee a 
staggering $400 million settle- 
ment without having to sign a 
gag order that prevented her 
from writing a book about his 
sex secrets, sources say.

head and neck cancer and 
pulled through with the 
support of fourth wife Pam. 

A few months from now, 
the group - composed 
of Tork, Mickey Dolenz, 
Mike Nesmith and the late 
Davy Jones, who died in 
2012 - celebrates its 50th 
anniversary.
